Portsmouth and Roanoke Rail Road on 
Friday—resulting in tho mutant death ut 
three of the passengers, aud the maiming 
and otherwise injuring ol thirty others, 
some of w hom so badly, thai it is suppo­ 
sed they will not survive.
